Captain Hitch recalled his military du- 
ties since 1892, telling his experience in 
military ranks as a private, a corporal 
and a sergeant. In the Spanish-American 
war, he stated, he served in Company M, 
of the Second Georgia regiment, as pri- 
vate and sergeant. After the war he was 
made a second lieutenant and in April of 
last year he was made captain of the 
Oglethorpe Light infantry. Twice, he 
said, he served on riot duty, once in Sa- 
vannah, in 1895, on the corner of Liberty 
and Whitaker streets. 

Quieted the Crowd. 

He remembered that the giving of the 
command to “‘load” had a quieting influ- 
tnce on the crowd. In 1898 he served on 
riot duty in Tampa. He served on night 
duty twenty-four hours and without load- 
ing a gun the riot was well handled. In 
view of the fact that the loading of the 
guns would have a quieting effect, but 
that a loaded gun, if fired by one of the 
men, would precipitate a riot, the rules 
of firing, he said, often specify that guns 
are not to be loaded until the time to 
fire arrives. 

While the regulations did not specify 
that the guns must not be loaded while on 
riot duty, he considered it safe. 

After arriving at Statesboro he learned 
that no instructions had been made out. 
Judge Daly, he said, gave him only ver- 
bal communication.

KUROPATKIN -REPORTS 
BATTLES WITH THE ENEMY 

St. Petersburg, August 26.—Empcror 
Nicholas has received the following dis- 
patch, under date of August 25, from 
General Kuropatkin: 

“On August 24 a Japanese battalion 
delivered an attack in the valley of Sun- 
dakhya from Tantziaputzy. The Japa- 
nese advance was checked at 3 p. m. at 
Laodintau by a Russian company, five 
men of which were wounded. 

“The same day two Russian companies 
successfully resisted the advance of the 
enemy in superior force at Sunoinpu, 
where the Japanese suspended operations 
when our reinforcements arrived. Our 
losses were one officer wounded and fifty- 
three killed or wounded. 

“On the evening of August 24, the Jap- 
anese, having repulsed our outposts, occu- 
pied the heights to the southeast of Lian- 
dian-Sian and proceeded to construct 
earthworks and entrenchments on the 
heights. 

“At 5:45 a. m., August 25, one of the 
enemy’s batteries opened fire on the vil- 
lage of Kofyntsa. A Russian battery re- 
turned the fire successfully, notwithstand- 
ing the considerable distance of the Jap. 
anese guns, and silenced the latter, com- 
pelling the gunners to take cover.

American Attache McCully Talks 


of Port Arthur, 


Just Out of Besieged Fortress He 
Tells of Situation—Doesn’t Think 
That Port Arthur Can 
Be Taken by 
Storm. 


Paris, August 26.—Raymond Recully at 
Liao-Yang, telegraphed as follows yes- 
terday evening: 

“I was fortunate this morning to 
travel with an American naval attache— 
Lieutenant Newton A. McCully—who has 
just returned from Port Arthur after 
a sojourn there of three months. The 
news he gives me its entirely different 
from the pessimistic reports current late- 
ly concerning the situation at the fort- 
ress. The American attache left the 
fortress August 14. The Japanese were 
then 4 1-2 miles from the city. The 
Russian position upon a chain of rugged 
hills 200 meters high were protected by 
trenches, mines, net works, barbed wire 
and cannon, and according to the Ameri- 
can officer it wag impossible to take 
them by assault. Japanese shells fell 
in the city, but eac# position possessed 
a dugout in which the occupants were 
able to secure shelter. The Japanese 
héavy guns ceased firing every night, 
fearing that the Russians would detect 
their exact location by the flashes during 
the darkness. 


Plenty of Food 

“There were considerable stocks of pro- 
visions at Port Arthur. The Russian sol- 
diers had a fresh meat ration daily. The 
reports that Russian officers were sub- 
sisting on onions and black bread were 
absurd inventions. The stores were still 
open and the population promenaded the 
streets, 

‘The regiments took turns in the 
trenches. Part of the garrison wag al- 
ways resting. The Russian sailors as- 
sisted in the defense of the fortress. 
They made excellent sharpshooters. The 
heat had not been unbearable. 

“The American attache believes that 
the Japanese losses have been very 
heavy, at least ten times those of the 
Russians. 

“In short, Port Arthur can hold out 
much longer than people believe. When 
the officer left Port Arthur the French 
naval attache, Lieutenant de Kuverville, 
was still there. Entering and leaving the 
fortress was then very difficult, as the 
Japanese were sinking all the junks. The 
American official landed at Shanhaikuan 
on French women and one little

Stoessel Reports Japs Exhausted. 


St. Petersburg, August 26.—The war 
office was much elated thfs morning at 
the receipt of a dispatch from Lieuten- 
ant General Stoessel, dated from Port 
Arthur August 22, reporti that the 
Japanese had at last been exhausted by 
their attacks and that the bombardment 
had been suspended. Full details re- 
garding the event is not available, but 
it probably refers to the Chefoo dispatch 
of yesterday announcing the repulse of 
the Japanese with heavy losses in their 
attacks upon fort No. | and Fort Et- 
sehshen.

Squadron Said to Consist of 
Twenty Ships; 


Fleet Will Put in at Libau Before 


Sailing to the Far East to En- 
counter the Victorious 
Fleet of the 
Mikado. 


St. Petersburg, August 26.—The Baltic 
fleet, which sailed from Cronstadt last 
night on a trial cruise, consisted of 
twenty warships. 

The fleet consists of the battle ships 
Souvaroff, flagship, Borodoni, Aléxander 
II, Oslabia and Orel; the cruisers Mimi- 
tri Donskoi, Aurora, Zemtchug, Izume 
and Almaz and the transports Okean 
and Kamtchatka, with a number of tor- 
pedo boat destroyers. While it is official- 
ly stated that the fieet is bound on a 
trial cruise, it is believed by many peo- 
ple that the warships will not return to 
Cronstadt unless in case of a serious 
break-down, but that they will put into 
Libau, where they will be joined by 
auxillary cruisers, colliers and torpedo 
boat destroyers built at Libau and Reval, 
and there await their ultimate start for 
the Far East. 


Warning to China. 

' St. Petersburg, August 26.—7:45 a. m— 
An inspection of the cruiser Askold 
proves, according to The Russ, that the 
damage is irreparable, and she is forced 
to disarm, thus closing one phase of the 
incident. Protection of the cruiser now 
devolves upon China and incidentally on 
the neutral powers having warships at 
Shanghai. The paper adds the warning: 

“Another breach of neutrality on the 
part of Japanese will force the Russian 
government to regard China as a bel- 
ligerent and thus change the whole 
aspect of affairs in the Far East.” 

Comparing the methods of the two 
countries, The Noyvoe Vremya continues: 

‘‘We must confess we prefer the open, 
frank hostility with which the United 
States has been supplying food stuffs and 
war material to Japan to the hypocritical 
manner in which England has been car- 
rying on the same trade.” 


American Ships Not Watching. 

Capetown, August 26.—There is no 
foundation for the report circulated in 
the United States that the south Atlantic 
squadron, Rear Admiral Chadwick com- 
manding, now in these waters, had been 
ordered to leave here and watch the 
Russian volunteer fleet vessels, which, 
it was added, was believed to be waiting 
for an American ship. The British war- 
ships Crescent, Odin, Pear} and Forte 
Rear Admiral Durnford commanding, 
are at the Eeychelleg islands, in the 
vicintty of Zanzibar. It is underbtood 
that the admiralty has sent orders to 
the admiral directing him to communi- 
cate with the Smolensk and 8st. Peters- 
burg.

Shanghai, August 26.—The work of dis- 
arming the Russian warships Askold and 
Grozovoi will begin on Monday. The

Janta freight bureau, an institution matin- 
tained by the merchants of Atlanta, ap- 
peared before the state railroad commis- 
sion some months ago with a complaint 
that this city was suffering from a dis- 
crimination in the matter of freight rates 
from Ohio river crossings, a fact that 
gave an immense commercial advantage 
to other southern cities. 

The commission took up this complaint. 
It was seen that the matter complained 
of was largely one of interstate rates, a 
territory in which the rulings of the 
state railroad commission were not ca- 
apable of enforcement. However, both the 
railroads and the freight bureau decided 
to submit the matter to the state com- 
mission and have that body pass upon 
the question of a discrimination against 
the city of Atlanta. 

There were a number of hearings, ex- 
tended hearings, in which numerous At- 
lanta merchants and shippers testified. 
Instances were cited by witnesses show- 
tig discriminations against this city and 
the rates made to other cities were com- 
pared with the yates made to Atlanta. 
The rallroads answered evasively and 
the commission handed down its @e- 
cision granting the contentions of the 
Atlanta freight bureau and calling upon 
the railroads to furnish to Atlanta rates 
from the Ohio river crossings that would 
compare favorably with rates furnished 
Birmingham, Ala 

Decision Explained. 

Later the railroads, jointly, filed a let- 
ter asking the commission to explain its 
ruling and subsequently the commission 
answered this request py stating that if 
the railroads would read the freight bu- 
réeau petition and the decisicn of the 
railroads item ‘by fttem the decision would 
be perfectly plain. 

Since then there have been printed in 
The Constitution instances of where At- 
Banta has lost valuable enterprises and 
large investments in iaanufacturing en- 
terprises and otherwise on account of ex- 
cessive freight charges.

The purchase made, many 
white tenants of neighboring houses 
will vacate, to the great loss of land- 
lords and the great depreciation of 
realty values in the neighborhood.

The company is already proceeding 
with its scheme, having purchased a 
large apartment house in West One 
Hundred and Thirty-first street, a 
rather exclusive section which has 
never had negro residents. The com- 
pany announces that the apartments 
will be rented to negro tenants only. 

When the neighboring real proper- 
ty has sufficiently depreciated, other 
purchases will be made. If the pur- 
pose of the company is wholly mer- 
cenary, probably the propesty thus 
cheaply boyght will in time be agair. 
tenanted by whites in order that it 
may be sold at a greatly enhanced 
valuation.

Th) 
negro js not only finding it difficult to 
secure a place to Hye that pleases him, 
but he is experiencing greater difficulty 
each year to obtain employment. There 
is no place for him in the ranks of skill- 
ed labor, even if he could fill-it, while 
Hungarians, Bohemians and Italians are 
taking the places of negro waiters, and 
the Italian has nearly driven the negro 
out of the barber shop and from the 
streets as a bootblack. The black man 
who attempts a professional life finds 
no encouragement. This accounts for 
the small number of negroes in the ygo- 
fessions. Of males, according to the 
last census, there are only 704 in the 
professions in New York. Of these 251 
are actors and showmen, !3 are artists, 
80 clergymen, 18 electricians, 25 dent- 
ists, 7 civil engineers and surveyors, 7 
journalists, 20 lawyers, 8 literary and 
scientific persons, 192 musicians and 
teachers of music, 9 government offi- 
cials, 32 physicians and druggists and 32 
teachers and professors in colleges. 
Though there is a law prohibiting dis- 
crimination against the negro in hotels, 
he can no more get accommodations in 
the good hotels in New York than he 
could in those of Richmond, Va. Had.it 
not been for the strength of the police 
force many lynchings of negroes would 
have occurred in the metropolis during 
the past four years. 

We may expect renewed race fric- 
tion to follow this attempt of agzres- 
sive negroes to sandwich themselves 
between white residents in New York, 
whether the move be speculative or 
otherwise. It is said there is another 
organized movement of negroes in 
New York to put their alleged civil 
rights to legal tests by getting them- 
selves refused entertainment at ho- 
tels, cafes and saloons patronized ex- 
clusively by whites. They are even 
‘suing the Italian bootblacks for refus- 
‘ing to shine their shoes. They openly 
boast that they are going to make the 
extreme race prejudice against them 
in the north exceedingly costly in dol- 
lars and cents. P 

The crusade, so greatly encourage!

Would 
he not have felt better with a glass of 
beer in his stomach, mixed with the 
clear conscience of having ascertained 
the truth, than to have gone away both 
mentally and physically vacuous? 

I cannot disturb the complaisance of 
those who would believe everything 
Dr, Broughton says; but citizens of New 
York would laugh if they heard him 
say the open Sabbath is a thing of the 
vast in New York, and that Sunday here 
is nearly as quiet as in Atlanta. He does 
not know that Seth Low was defeated 
because he promised to allow a liberal 
enforcement of the excise law and did 
not keep his word. He does not know. 
never learning frdm  exnerience, that 
there are not 190 saloons of the 8.000 
above Fourteenth street In New York. 
that do not sell liqnors all day long 
on the Lord’s day. 

Dr. Broughton ‘s one of those who, T 
fear, had rather denounce that to speak 
the truth. 

You cannot reason with him. In a 
logical sense he is ¢ver either in heaven 
or hell. and a practical suggestion to 
help mankind in its actual condition. 
rather than as mankind ought to be. 
is not to be entertained by him for a 
moment. 

I beg him, however. to remember that 
we admit whisky is bad to drink: that 
we bow reverently before those urging 
total abstinence, and that it is absurd 
| to argue that the bishop’s attendance 
| here made our whisky or beer any less 
hurtful thar it ever was. But what does 
the evangelist want to do for the hun- 
dreds of thousands of men in “New York 
who do go to saloons, and who leave 
their dark and squalid quarters for sa- 
loons, because they are the only places 
of social intercourse, rest and recreation? 
Are we not to be germitted to do some- 
thers for the drinkers? The doctor 
says: “Make them quit drinking.’”” But 
they will not quit. They will not quit 
In Atlanta. Will not the doctor admit 
that prohibition failed in Atlanta? Wit! 
he not admit that the Atlanta saloon 
ice better than the New York saloon? 
Would he have the poor man go to the 
back room place, where his associates 
are worse than the whisky he drinks? 
The managers of the Subway tavern 
sell to no intoxicated nerson, to no 
minor, to no woman. We have no lewd 
pictures. No person can get drunk tn 
the place, because we will not sell him 
enough. 

Js not that a practical help to the man 
who comes here? He does come into 
the Subway tavern. Dr. Broughton 
wovld not reach him in a thousand 
years. If he met him, he would say: 
“Stop drinking. or be damned.” But 
if the man does not stop, must we let 
him drift in the vile dens that abound 
in New York. where whisky is the least 
of the evils that attack him? 
The doctor says in effect he will 
naught to do with a sick man. He 
be morally well, or the doctor will 
none of him. We _ are treating 
morally sick. When we have him 
we shall send him to the doctor. Brough- 
ton’s job is then easy and simple. 

e prohibitionists have had their day 
They have not been able. even fn vic- 
tory, to prevent drinking.- The free 
American spirit is not to be controlled 
by repression. Tell a mar he cannot 
and he will whether he wants to or not. 
The rate arg people have given the 
prohibitionist hie chance, The prohfbf- 
tionist has added hypocrisy to the vice 
of drinking. He has increased the sale 
of stimulating and poisonings drugs and 
patent medicines.

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HIGHLY interesting contribution 
A to political history has just been 

made by Colonel George W. Har- 
vey, editor of Harper's Weekly. It is 
the inside story of how Richard Croker 
came to contribute so greatly the elec- 
tion’ of Grover Cleveland in 1892. It was 
William C. Whitneyy who brought it 
about, and the result was directly due to 
a trait strong in the heart of the old 
Tammany leader—gratitude. 

Colonel Harvey writes of the preplex- 
ity which faced Mr. Whitney when he 
returned to New York after bringing 
about the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. 
He called intg consultation one of his 


closest friends and confided to him the- 


problem which he had in some way to 
solve. . 
Hill, Croker, Murjhy. 

It will be recalled that Mr. Cleveland 
had been nominated over Mr. Hill, who 
had the earnest. and hearty support of 
‘Mr. Croker, the Tammany leader, and 
Senator Murphy, the up-state leader. Mr. 
Whitney saw the absolute necessity of 
getting these elements together in open 
and active support of the nominee or 
there would be absolutely no chance of 
victory. <As he discussed the situation 
immediately upon his return from the 
convention to the friend mentioned, pre- 
sumably Colonel Harvey, who then en- 
joyed confidential business relations with 
him, Mr. Whitney said: 


“The first and most serious problem to 
solve is here in New York, and I feel that 
I have not an hour to lose if I hope to 
succeed im breaking the combination that 
insisted upon Hill, and is still hostile 
and likely to continue so to Cleveland. I 
feel so strongly the necessity for the 
greatest promptitude of action that I 
Shall be utterly discouraged if I go to bed 
tonight without having. made distinct 
progress. That,’’ he added, with a char- 
acteristic shrug of the shoulders, and a 
laugh that his friends would recognize, 
‘is what I wanted to talk to you about.” 

“A discussion of ways and means fol- 
lowed,’’ writes Mr. Harvey, “ending in a 
recognition of the necessity of obtaining 
at once the hearty cooperation of one of 
the three dominant factors in the organi- 
zation—Mr. Hill, Mr. Murphy or Mr. 
Croker. Mr. Hill's name was promptly 
eliminated from consideration. His disap- 
pointment had been too great; his wounds 
were too recent. With Mr. Murphy, Mr. 
Whitney had, at that time, very slight 
acquaintance, and it was partly for this 
reason that he had called into consulta- 
tion one who knew Mr. Murphy more in- 
timately. After careful consideration of 
that gentleman’s characteris cs, his feel- 
ing that both the party and himself had 
suffered unnecessarily at the hands of Mr. 
Cleveland, his naturally unforgiving spirit 
in a situation of that nature, and his in- 
Clination to believe that Mr, Cleveland's 
reelection would bring more harm than 
g007 to the democratic party, his name 
too, was dismissed. !

Montpelier, Vt., August 26.—Secretary 
of War William H. Taft addressed a 
republican rally in Monterey hall this 
af®ernoon. The secretary was accorded 
an enthusiastic reception. 

Secretary Taft briefly reviewed the Is- 
sues and history of the parties and dis- 
cussed the platforms of both parties. 

Roosevelt Eulogized. 

In a review of the administration of 
President Roosevelt, to whom the great- 
er portion of the speech was devoted, 
Secretary Taft eulogized the president 
highly, saying: 

“Unable really to attack the record 
of the republican party, unable really 
to take any ground which mexes a com- 
batable issue with the republicans on 
the main questions, the democrats now 
seek to attack the president and to 
charge him with violations of the con- 
stitution; with a headstrong disposition 
to rule or ruin; with a tendency to in- 
volve the country in foreign wars, with 
being, in other words, an unsafe man. 
In my experience I never have met a 
man in authority who has less pride of
